WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(UN) 
President Hoover came back from his 
Florida vacation today dissatisfied 
with the failure of senate administra- 
tion leaders, in his absence, to speak 
up for his appointment- of Charles 
Evans Hughes as chi-f justice and to 
complete work on the tariff bill. 

The president made no public com- 
ment on the senate situation, but .a 
fairly good idea of how he feels was 
gained from comment made by one of 
his advisors, House Republican Floor 
Leader Tilson, who conferred at 


length with Mr. Hoover at the White | 


House today. 

Tilson said Mr. Hoover was deeply | 
concerned over the failure of the sen- 
ate to pass the tariff bill. Speaking 
only for himself, but significantly, as | 
to Mr. Hughes, he said: 

“The administration leaders in the 
senate lost a great opportunity by 
failing to speak out for Mr. Hughes. 
If they can’t support him, I don't 


know whom in the country they would 

} “ :

support.” 

Only one administration republican, 
and he a comparative newcomer, rose 
to challenge the fiery three-day on- 
slaught on Hughes Sy democrats and 
western republicans.

Tilson intimated he had advised the 
president, in view of this situation, 
to take a hand personally and force | 
his senate leaders into the offensive. | 
This Mr. Hoover has hitherto refused | 
to do. Tilson said he did not know, 


whether the president would enter the | 


situation, explaining he is not au-| 
thorized to speak for the White House. 

Hughes has been confirmed, and 
that matter is ended, except for what | 
it reveals of the republican senate | 
leadership. But there are other ad- 
ministration projects at stake. Inac- 
tion on the tariff has, held up, among 
other things, the prohibition reform 
legislation the president, and his law 
enforcement commission recommended, 
as well as such matters as Muscle 
Shoals and railroad consolidation leg- 
islation. 

“The prolonged tariff debate in the 

senate has created | a great legislative 
dam,” Tilson said. “There is not much 
use for the house to continue passing 
legislation when none of it has a 
chance to get through the senate until 
the dam is broken. I told the presi- 
dent yery frankly what the situation 
is.’ 
Tilson said the situation has reach- 
ed such a point that the house prob- 
ably will take three-day recesses as 
soon as the four remainin:’; appropria- 
tion bills are disposed of, which he 
estimated would be in about three 
weeks, until the senate catches up. 
House leaders, he said, would make 
no effort to hasten passage of remain- 
ing prohibition bills. 
e burden of action in the senate 
falls upon republican Floor Leader 
Watson, of Indiana, who was a pre- 
convention onnonent of Mr. Hoover 
for the republican nomination. Wat- 
son left the senate tariff fight before 
Christmas, just when the coalition 
was flushed with victory, and went to 
Florida for a test. There was talk 
at that time of supplanting him, and 
speculation turned towa Senator 
Charles L. McNary, of Oregon, who 
had conducted a successful fight for 
Mr. Hoover’s agriculture relief pro- 
ram, but when he came back Vatson 
resumed his-old place, though a shift 
of committee ts placed McNary in 
the assistant leadership.

CHICAGO, Feb. 17.—(4)—Chicago 
tonight was believed by local offi- 
cials to be closer to a solution of its 
financial trouble than it has been in 
weeks. 

After six men gathered around a 
conference table with Melvin A. Tray- 
lor, president of the First National 
bank, it was hinted a “liberty loan” 
would be foated for the benefit of 
the city and county with the banks 
taking their share of the bonds as 
they did during the war. 

The conferees were Mr. Traylor, Si- 
las H. Strawn, chairman of the citi- 
zens’ rescue committee; Robert F. 
Carr, another member of the Strawn 
committee; Harris 8. Keeler, head of 
the bureau of public eg egy ‘Trus- 
tee Lewis E. Myers, of the board of 
education, and Victor Patterson, dep- 
uty county comptroller. The latter 
two represented tax spending bodies. 
Myers is a close friend to Mayor Wil- 
liam Hale* Thompson. 

Mr. Traylor made it clear there 
was to be no dictatorship as to the 
manner in which funds are to be 
spent. He also said the politicians 
were without any sort of victory. 

“We are going to give them only 
the minimum necessary to keep until 
July 1,” he said. “There won't be 
any opportunity for waste and graft 
that way.” July 1 is the date tax 
collections are expected to begin.

Automobile Damage Policies 


Now Give $5,000 Protection 


Action of Big Companies 
Explained by Cary F. 
Baker, Hartford Mana- 
ger Here. | 


Satisfactory experience under excess 

limits for automobile property dam- 
age insurance and a desire to give 
all policy holders the benefit of more 
adequate protection has caused the 
leading casualty insurance companies 
of the country to announce that car 
owners will now receive without addi- 
tional cost a minimum of $5,000 pro- 
tection under their property damage 
policies rather than the $1,000 mini- 
mum limit which has previously been 
in force. 
Property damage policies now in 
force will be changed by indorsement 
or by interpretation so that present 
policy holders will benefit by the in- 
creased protection. The additional 
coverage will apply to accidents oc- 
eurring on or after the effective date 
of the change. 

According to Cary F. Baker, south- 
ern manager of the Hartford Accident 
and Indemnity Company, this means 
that a car owner who becomes in- 
volved in an accident which results 
in the destruction of the property of 
others is protected up to $5,000. His 
insurance company agrees to pay a4 
to that amount for any loss for whic 
the assured may be legally liable—to 
pay all costs taxed against the policy- 
holder in any suit—and to defend in 
the name of the policyholder any suit 
which may result under a property 
damage claim. 

Mr. Baker said that another im- 
provement in the Hartford's service 
is to provide coverage for cars driven 
by parties not under 14 years of age. 
The age limit for automobile drivers, 
in order to recover on a property dam- 
age policy, heretofore has been 16 
years. The new age limit of 14 is 
effective where it does not conflict 
with local or state laws, Mr. Baker 
said. While the new 14-year limit 
would not be effective in an accident 
in this state, due to the fact that 
there is a state law prohibiting per- 
sons under 16 from driving automo- 
biles, yet the policy would cover a 
Georgia car owner in another state

will be discontinued “at the earliest 
practicable date’ by Secretary of 
War Huriey.

In consequence the Third field ar-

didier, Noyon, Aisne-Marne, St. Mi- 
hiel and Meuse-Argonne, 

Other field artillery units which 
are made inactive are the First, Sec- 
ond and Thirteenth ammunition trains, 
stationed at Fort Hoyle, Md.; Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, and Fort Bragg, 
respectively, and 14 batteries at Fort 
Ethan Allen, Vt.; Fort Robinson, 
Neb.;: Fort Francis E. Warren, Wyo.;

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HEETING OF SCHOOL 
BOARD POSTPONED 


Action Is Taken To Find 
Time To Seek Additional 
Funds. 


In an effort to forestall any pre- 
mature drastic action in solution of 


the financial problem facing the At- 
lanta public school system, Dr. Mc- 
Intosh M. Burns, president of the At- 
lanta board of education Monday 
called off a scheduled meeting of that 
body Thursday afternoon, and stated 
that a session probably will not be 
held before March 1. 

Councilman W. Paul Carpenter, 
chairman of special conference com- 
mittees representing the board and 
council, declared he had not yet re- 
ceived an answer to a letter addressed 
to Governor L. G. Hardman concern- 
ing the possibility of am extra session 
of the Georgia legislature, at which it 
was proposed to urge legislation seek- 
ing additional finances for schools. 

He declared, however, that he would 
call his committees into session the 
latter part of the week whether he 
gets’ an answer or not. 

In connection with the tentative 
budget now under preparation by the 
administration department, which will 
call for operation of the school sys- 
tem only seven months this year in- 


stead of the full term of nine months, |. 


Dr. Burns Monday stated that if the 
schools. could be closed in June and 
opened November 1, it would give 
teachers an opportunity to find other 
employment for the five months the 
schools would be closed, 

The budget was being prepared as 
an emergency measure in the event 
that additional funds are not pro- 
cured, 

Dr. Burns and others made it plain, 
however, that there is no intention of 
lopping two months from the school 
term if it can be avoided. 

“We are going to continue to at- 
tempt to find money to operate on a 
full term program,” Dr. Burns said. 
“If we are forced to curtail the pro- 
cram we will do # with great re- 
luctance, knowing the children of At- 
lanta will be the ones t» suffer.”

NEAR ELSON PLANE 


Finding of Pilot’s Body Es 


pected Momentarily After 
Mechanic Is Found Dead. 


MOTORSHIP NANUK, NORTH 
CAPE, Siberia, Feb. 17.—(4)—The 
body of Earl Porland, companion of 
Carl Ben Bielson, notéd Arctic flyer, 
has been found near the wreckage of 
their plane which crashed November 
9 last, 90 miles southeast of North 


Cape, and searchers have resumed the 
hunt for Eielson’s body. Storms had 
interrupted the search. 

Momentarily expecting word from 
the searchers that the body of Biel- 
son had been found. The officers and 
crews of this ice-bound fur trading 
vessel today were preparing to receive 
Borland’s body. 

The findin of the body was the 
first actual proof of the generally ac- 
cepted belief that the two airmen died 
in the wreck which occurred while 
they were attempting to fly t. the 
Manuk from Teller, Alaska. 

Borland’s body was found Thursday 
but bad weather kept Aviator Harold 
Gilliam from bringing the news to the 
Nanuk. 

Working under severe weather con- 
ditions; 18 men today were digging 
in the snow drifts near the wreckage 
in the search for the body of Eiel- 
son, who once was pilot for Sir Hu- 
bert Wilkins, the explorer. 

As the two airmen were side by 
side in the plane which was filled 
with supplies for the Nanuk, it was 
believed here the body of DBielson 
would be found within a short dis- 
tance of Borland’s which was under 
five feet of snow and ice. It lay near 
the engine of the plane which had 
been hurled from the wrecked plane. 

After Borland’s body is _ brought 
here, it will be taken to the Alaskan 
coast in one of the planes which has 
been here on the search.

Borland was killed instantly when the

A seemingly minor cold, which rap- 
idly developed into bronchial pneu- 
monia, caused the death of the former 
Pittsburgh newspaperman who recent- 
ly was appointed America’s first am- 
bassador to Poland. His illness never 
permitted him an opportunity to serve 
in the foreign post. Prior to this last 
appointment he had served as ambas- 
sador to Spain and Peru. 

At his bedside when he died were 
two cousins, Marion A. Culbertson 
and’ Eleanor Schuber; a former asso- 
ciate publisher, J. P. Emge, and Mrs. 
Emge, and Marion Davies, screen 
star, at whose ranch Mr. Moore ; pent 
several days prior to his fatal illness.

‘THAT BATTLESHIP SCARE. 


The reported proposal by our 
naval disarmament delegates at 
London that the United States, in 
accomplishing naval parity with 
Great Britain, shall be free to build 
a super-dreadnaught battleship of 
the British “Rodney” type, is ex- 
citedly commented upon by the 
pacifist element of the nation. 

They interpret the alleged pro- 
posal as a gross solecism in the 
midst of our expressed policy of 
earnestly desiring navy reductions 
and the outlawing of war, on land 
or Sea, as an instrument of national 
and international adjustments. Even 
if the reputed proposal does not 
turn out, as we suspect it will, to 
be a gesture to inform the other 
delegates of the entire readiness of 
the United States to match any 
naval armament that any power 
may devise, we still do not see any- 
thing in such a proposal to have a 
pacifist fit over. 

England, without pausing for a 
naval reduction parley, has built the 
“Rodney.” Germany is promising 
to build a warship that will go fast- 
er and prove more formidable than 
the “Rodney.” And who knows 
what the Japanese or the Russians, 
in a free-for-all naval race, might 
yet build? In the interim of an 
agreed upon naval reduction sched- 
ule it will do small harm, we imag- 
ine, to let the world know that we 
have not yet run out of the abili- 
ty and material to build a ship that 
can meet the best on the seas 
without fear or quarter. 


TAGGED TO BE CANNED. 
Senator “Sunny Jim’? Watson, 
the sublime optimist on the repub- 
lican side of the chamber, now 
thinks the senate will finish the 
decortication of the tariff bill along 
about March 10, After that he al- 
lows six weeks to the conference 
committee of the two houses to 
compromise the wide conflicts be- 
tween the Hawleyites of the house 
and the demo-republican coalition- 
ists of the senate. 

All of which simply means that 
the business of the nation, both 
agricultural and industrial, which is 
dependent upon tariff schedules for 
prosperity or depression, is to con- 
tinue in a fog of uncertainties and 
fears of ordering “full steam ahead.”

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Beethoven 
And Goethe. 


A famous Viennese historian who 
has occupied himself lately with re- 
search in the private life of Beethoven, 
relates an incident which throws at 
least some light on the estrangement 
between the great composer and 
Goethe, if it does not entirely explain 
the coolness of later years between the 


two men. Beethoven and Goethe be- 
came acquainted in Teplitz. Goethe's 
friend, Iter had drawn the Ger- 
man poet’s attention to the signifi- 
cance of Beethoven’s work. One day 
the two immortals took a stroll to 
gether. It must have been a queer 
sight; the lofty six and a half feet 
Goethe with the majestic bearing, and 
the dumpy little composer who walked 
with a decided stoop. On the way 
they met the Empress, surrounded by 
archdukes and courtiers. Goethe 
stepped to the side of the road, 
took off his hat with a ceremonious 
flourish and bowed deeply. Beethoven 
walked on inexorably so that the Em- 
press and everybody had to get out 
his way. Goethe never forgave Beet- 
hoven his bad manners and never an- 
swered his letters after that. The 
Viennese professor who relates the in- 
cident asks where Beethoven might 
have acquired that haughty despise for 
royalty. And the answer is: “He 
hailed from Flanders, the country 
which gave birth to the first democ- 
racy of Europe, and where the burgh- 
ers of the prosperous cities consid- 
ered themselves fully the equal of the 
kings of France.” One thinks of the 
incident related by Victor Hugo in 
“The Hunchback,” when Flemish 
burghers invited to Paris by the king, 
on the occasion of some royal mar- 
riage, quietly took the best seats, next 
to his majesty himself, as if the seats 
of the mighty devolved upon them by 
the nature of things.

United States 
Of Europe. 


Before we are 10 years older the 
United States of Europe will be an 
established fact. This is the prophecy 
of M. Aristide Briand. Before the 
war such a prediction would have 
been looked upon as a piece of fool- 
ish Utopian dreaming. ‘Today some 
of the most eminent economists in Eu- 
rope talk of a European federation of 
states as the only solution to halt the 
process of decline that seems to have 
gripped the old world with almost 
inescapable power. Edouard Herriot 
and M. Loucheur in France are fer- 
vent partisans of an economic union 
for the 25 states of which Europe is 
composed, while Henri de Jouvenel, 
one of the foremost politigal tacti- 
cians in France, has offered a prize 
for the best and most practical basis 
on which a European federation can 
be realized. Over in Central Europe 
men like Loeb, former president of 
the Reichstag: Ex-Chancellor Seipel, 
of Austria; Dr. Wirth and the late 
Dr. Stresemann are partisans of the 
principle. In France again, an in- 
fluential group of younger writers and 
intellectuals are engaged in furthering 
the European spirit. The monthly 
“Europe,” of which Romain Rolland 
is one of the chief collaborators; the 
“European,” “Our Times,” “The Blue 
Books” are but a few of the impor- 
tant monthlies that are defending the 
cause. A group that may be consid- 
ered the German complement of this 
French movement counts among its 
collaborators: Emil Ludwig, Wolf- 
gang Stresemann, son of the late for- 
eign minister, and also Otto Grantoff, 
the founder of a revue named, “Die 
Franzosische Rundschau (The French 
Review) which has been followed by 
the establishment of “The German Re- 
view” in Paris under direction of Mau- 
rice Boucher. All this activity indi- 
cates that the idea of a European fed- 
eration is ‘‘en marche” as the French 
say, meaning that it is on the way.

The Arrival of the President. 

President Davis had been a week 
on the way from his home in Mis- 
sissippi, coming round through ‘Ten- 
nessee, making many speeches to the 
people while en route. The progress 
of the president-elect and extratts of 
his speeches were reported and pup- 
lished in Montgomery, where the 
Confederate provisional congress was 
in session, adopting a constitution for 
the new government to be.

I cannot remember that Mr. Davis 
attended a church service on Sunday, 
the 17th. The anteroom to his suite, 
I know, was filled nearly all day 
with persons eager to see and talk 
with him. 

The next morning, of course, was 
crowdcl with interviews with the 
greater leaders from the seceded states 
—some governors, members of the 
congress, and others whom Mr. Davis 
himself had called to confer with 
him at Montgomery when he should 
reach there. 

At noon a_ great procession had 
formed in the square and adjacent 
streets and preceded the _ president- 
designate and his immediate escort 
of public men up the long avenue to 
the stately capitol on the hill-top. 

Father had taken me with him to 
the capitol earlier in order to secure 
vantage place from which to view the 
ceremonies. There was a small bal- 
cony on the second story over the 
main entrance of the capitol. We 
were fortunate to get front seats in 
it. From there we had a splendid 
view of the long procession sascend- 
ing the avenue and the grouping of 
troops and citizens upon the terraced 
grounds in front of the building. It 
was the finest scene of the kind my 
young eyes had ever taken in and 
the vision of it is vivid with me to 
this day.

“How can, you build a prosperous 
business on a falling commodity price 
level] ?” 

This question was asked the writer 
by an important United States gov- 
ernment executive last week. I found 
it hard to explain a way. 

Petroleum, cotton and wheat are 
all below what they were a year 
ago. 

“Economie conditions have become 
unfavorable in many countries—on all 
‘ontinents,” says Brookmire. “Ulti- 
mately cessation of the flow of capi- 
tal from all quarters of the globe to 
Wall Street should lead to world- 
wide revival of economic activity. At 
present, however, deflation is in prog- 
ress after a rather serious over-pro- 
duction of many commodities. Read- 
iustment will take place and the 
United States will meet diminished 
foreign demand for her goods dur- 
ing a large part of 1930.” 

Other commodities showing a low- 
er price tendency are butter, cheese, 
milk, potatoes, raisins, barley, flour, 
rye, bacon, lambs, lard, pork, sheep, 
wool, coffee, rice, cottonseed oil, and 
sugar. 

The American commodity price 
level is declining, but so are the levels 
in other nations.

NEW YORK, Feb, 17.—(4)—The 
bull faction regained control of the 
price movement on the stock market 
today, which it lost on Saturday, aft- 
er several days of indecisive struggle. 

Further liquidation turned the mar- 
ket decisively downward during the 
morning, unexpected firmness in the 
money market and renewed weakness 
in the commodity markets damaging 
bullish sentiment for the moment, but 
trading soon turned dull, and pools 
were encouraged to resume _ opera- 
tions. 

The market ‘rallied briskly’ during 
the afternoon, under the leadership of 
the utilities, tobaccos, chemicals, avia- 
tions and some of the low priced spe- 
cialties. Total sales for the day 
showed substantial contraction, trans- 
fers aggregating but $289,170 shares. 

Developments in the petroleum in- 
dustry continued of an unsettling na- 
ture. Gasoline prices were cut about 
2 cents a gallon in various sections in 
the middle west, and following recent 
reductions in crude prices in the mid- 
continent area, Pennsylvania erude 
was reduced 25 cents a barrel, the 
fourth cut since August, sending prices 
to the lowest levels in more than two 
years. Oil stocks were inclined to 
ease, nevertheless losses were slight. 

One of the first copper gamle 
to report 1929 earnings was Nevada 
Consolidated, which showed S3.06 4 
Share, against $3.48 in 1928, some- 
what less favorable than the more op- 
timistic estimates had indicated. This 
had a mildly depressing influence on 
the copper shares. 

Firmness in the money market was 
rather surprising in view of recent 


trends. Call money renewed at 4 1-2 
per cent for the first time in several 
days, and threatened to go higher for 
a time as banks called some $30,000,- 
000 in loans, and replacement funds 
were slow in appearing. Money was 
in better supply in the afternoon. 
Withdrawals were said to be largely 
by interior banks. 


Commission house advices and spec- 
ulative sentiment generally appeared 
remained rather confused. Several 
pools have been formed to put indi- 
vidual stocks higher, and various in- 
terests are undoubtedly anxious to 
keep a bull market in motion to aid 
financing and merger plans. On the 
other hand, efforts are being made to 
prepare the bond market to absorb 
large reparations issues, and this pro- 
gram might be thwarted by a runaway 
stock market. 

Eastman Kodak was a strong spot, 
rising 11 points to a new peak for 
the year. The American tobacco’ is- 
sues rose about 2 and 5 points to new 
high levels for all time, National Air 
Transport was bid up more than 4 
points to 19 1-4, a new top for the 
movement and United Aircraft. made 
a 4-point gain. 

Columbian Carbon rose nearly 9 
points. Auburn Auto closed up 3 aft- 
er fluctuating over a 15-point range. 
Columbia Gas and Consolidated Gas 
were strong spots in the utilities. 
closing about 3 points up. In the low- 
er priced group, Packard Motor and 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal reach- 
ed new high ground for the movement, 
the latter influenced by the cold snap, 
and American woolen issues were 
again taken in hand by operators for 
the rise.

Pensions paid by a corporation or 
person to an individual for services 
he, himself, has rendered are taxable. 
Pensions or retired pay paid by the 
United States government also are 
taxable, except as provided by the 
revenue act, which exempts from 
taxation “amounts received as com- 
pensation, family allotments and al- 
lowances under the war risk insurance 
act, the vocational rehabilitation act, 
or the World, War veterans’ act, 
1924, or as pensions from the United 
States for service of the beneficiary 
or another in the military or naval 
forces in time of war.” 

Pensigns received from a state are 
exempt from tax, also a bonus paid by 
a state to its residents who served in 
the military or naval forces during the 
war with Germany. Benefits received 
from a labor union by a member while 
on strike constitute taxable income. 
An allowance paid by the governing 
body of a religious denomination from 
retirement funds formed by  assess- 
ments of various ehurches in which he 
has been employed is taxable income. 

Annuities paid to retired employes 
of the federal government are subject 
to the tax to the extent that the 
aggregate amount of the payments ex- 
ceed the amounts withheld from com- 
pensation of the employes. If an em- 
ploye leaves the government service 
before he is eligible for retirement, 
and receives the amount of salary 
withheld, together with interest, he 
should report only the amount of in- 
terest received as income for the year 
in which received.

LEAGUES BEST 


Records Show 
. Greatest Baseball City 
in Minor Baseball. 


By Ralph McGill. 


Atlanta, the first city in the South- 


ern league to draw a gate of 200,000, 


has more or less dominated the “At- 
tendance History” in the past 15 
years of the league’s existence. 

Those 15 years have seen the 
league's attendance grow from S837,- 
783 in 1915 to 1,351,570 in 1925, the 
year the Crackers won one of their 
pennants. That figure remains the 
“top,” no year since that time hav- 
ing surpassed it although the “gate” 
has been well over a million each sea- 
son, 

In 15 years the Southern Asso- 
ciation has drawn 15,321,411 fans 
through the turnstiles. The records 
show that the Crackers have supplied 
almost one-fifth of all the attendance, 
an amazing record without parallel 
in baseball history. major or minor. 

SIX MARKS. 


Since Atlanta led the league into 
the $200,000 “‘gate” the Crackers have 
smashed the attendance record five 
times, giving them six record-breaking 
seasons in all. Memphis, next in line, 
has led in attendance four times; Bir- 
mingham three and New* Orleans 
twice. 

The Crackers, in 15 years, have 
pulled in 2,638,586 fans—more than 
any other club. Memphis is second 
with more than a thousand less, and 
New Orleans third with several thou- 
sand less. 

This average is cnt down tremend- 
ously by the small attendance in 1918, 
the war year, when only 39,112 fans 


|saw the Cracker game sand when the 


league drew only 219,737. 
TWO IN ROW. 

When the Crackers battled through 
to a pennant in 1925 a new league 
attendance record was set when 284,- 
611 fans paid to see the club in its 
games. It was the second year in 
succession in which the Crackers tri- 
umphed in attendance. The year be- 
fore 239,911 fans saw.the games to 
set a new record. That record stood 
until 1927 when 299,150 fans saw 
the Barons almost win a pennant,

Jist how much Atlanta’s attend- 
ance means to the league can easily 
be seen by comparing records. 

In 1920 the Crackers gave the 
league its first attendance of 200,- 
000 or more. The actual figures were 


221,638. 
ONE MILLION. 

That was the first year the league 
went over a million in attendance. The 
figures were 1,217,357. The year pre- 
vious had been 837,127. 

In 1925 the Crackers gave the 
leacue a new record of 284,611.
